The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
transceiver for receiving and transmitting data over a network, comprising: 
a built-in-self test (BIST) device for providing a reference clock signal with a 
varied offset for jitter testing the transceiver, wherein the BIST device includes a 
jitter control system comprising: a multiplexor for outputting the reference clock 
signal I at least one delay timer for delaying an input clock signal; a shift register 
for controlling the multiplexor, and a controller for controlling the multiplexor and 
updating the shift register, as recited in claim 1 and in combination with other 
elements of the claim. 
Claims 1-2, 4, 6-7 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
transceiver for receiving and transmitting data over a network, comprising: 
a built-in-self test (BIST) device varying an offset of a reference clock signal 
embedded within the network data signal, and the BIST device includes a jitter 
control system comprising: a multiplexor for outputting the clock signal I at least 
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one delay timer for delaying an input clock signal; a shift register for controlling 
the multiplexor, and a controller for controlling the multiplexor and updating the 
shift register, as recited in claim 8 and in combination with other elements of the 
claim. 

Claims 8-14 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
method for testing performance of a transceiver for receiving and transmitting 
data over a network, comprising the steps of: 

varying an offset of a reference clock signal embedded within the network data 
signal; wherein the offset varying includes: outputting a reference clock signal 
embedded within the network data signal; delaying an input clock signal; and 
controlling the reference clock signal outputting, as recited in claim 15 and in 
combination with other steps of the claim. 

Claims 15-17 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
program product stored on a recordable medium for testing a transceiver device, 
which when executed comprises: program code for varying an offset of a 
reference clock signal embedded within the network data signal; wherein the 
offset varying program code controls a jitter control system comprising: 
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A multiplexer for outputting the reference clock signal; at least one delay timer for 
delaying an input clock signal; a shift register for controlling the multiplexor; and a 
controller for controlling the multiplexor and updating the shift register, as recited 
in claim 18 and in combination with other elements of the claim, 

Claims 18-20 are allowed.
